TO VISIT THE 
MAYOR EN MASSE 


Special Judge Morris. In the Caleb 
Powers case at Georgetown, dismissed 
one venire from Harrison county, but 
overruled the challenge to the other 
panel, which has been examined and 
from which five jurors have been se 
lee ted as qualified. Another venire was 
ordered from Grant county and on mo¬ 
tion of the defendant the Sheriff agreed 
to act in person. A motion that Henry 
Youtsey and James Howard be taken 
to Georgetown as witnesses was over¬ 
ruled and the defense took exceptions. 

Clarence Sturgeon, the Louisville 
murderer condemned to death, was 
granted a further lease on life when 
the Court of Appeals postponed a de¬ 
cision on the application to dissolve the 
Injunction restraining the Sheriff from 
hanging him, to give the attorneys time 
to file briefs. The question involved is 
the power of the Governor to fix a date 
for the execution, it being claimed that 
this is a Judicial act. 

Senator Fornker was formally in¬ 
dorsed yesterday for re-election to the 
Senate and for the Republican nomlna 
tlon for President at a meeting of the 
Executive and Advisory Committee of 
the Ohio League of Republican. Clubs. 
The meeting was held In Columbus and 
about K0 members were present from 
all over the State. 


A special venire was ordered sum¬

CARS ATTACKED WITH BRICKS. 


In an effort to get Mayor Grlnstead 
and the members of the Board of Pub 
lie Safety to intercede in favor of the 
striking street car employes and at¬ 
tempt to bring about a settlement of 
the strike, a committee composed of 
500 members of the different Labor or¬ 
ganizations In the city will wait on the 
Mkyor and the Board of Public Safety 
at noon to-morrow. This was decided 
on at a special meeting of tho Louis¬ 
ville Federation of Labor at Beck’s Hall 
last night. 

The meeting was called by W. G. 
Shea, vice president of the Federation, 
and was addressed by Ben Commons, 
international representative of union 
street car employes. The purpose of 
the meeting was to adopt a resolution 
placing one or more directors of 
the Louisville Railway Company, os 
well as the company itself, on the “We 
Don’t Patronize” list. This measure 
was brought up. but w'as referred to the 
regular meeting, which will be held next 
Tuesday night.

Discuss Plans For Raising Funds. 


Democrats at Lexington have em¬ 
ployed attorneys to represent them in 
the contest suits filed by the Repub¬ 
licans and are hopeful of winning on 
demurrer.

It was suggese 1 that 
the delegates requeet their organiza¬ 
tions to levy an assessment on each 
member to be used as a fund for the 
strikers.

“It was 
arranged by Influential, disinterested 
citizens, who are anxious to have the 
strike settled one way or another. I 
placed the case of the upion beforo the 
Mayor and asked him whether or not 
he w T as willing to attempt to settle the 
strike without hurting the mep’s cause. 
He told me that he was willing, but 
that he did not see how he very well 
could bring about a settlement. 

“Nothing was accomplished. I took 
the reply as a polite refusal to help us 
I did not expect either Mr. Grlnstead or 
Mr. Bullitt to Intercede when I made 
the request. ^ called on them merely 
because Influential citizens of this city 
thought that something might be ac¬ 
complished.

“You can see Mr. Commons.” he sold, 
“and if he cares to make a statement 
relative to Che conferee*;*, of course I 
shall have no objection.” 

Mayor Grlnstead said I at* yesterday 
afterrsoon that he had hell no eotn- 
munioa'tlon Whatever with anyone con¬ 
nected wftih the Louisville Railway 
Company. He said that he was very 
well pleased with the way the police 
were dealing with Who situation, and 
that he Intended maimtaJnlng the same 
position that he has all along since the 
strike started—that of neutrality. 


Enlarging the Service. 


A representative of the Board of D1 
rectors of the Louisville Railway Com 
pany said yesterday: 

"We are improving and enlarging the 
service from day to day, and will start 
another line to-morrow. This will leave 
only two llr.es not in operation, and 
these lines we consider the least im¬ 
portant of them all. Good schedules 
were maintained to-day, all tho cars 
running until -7 o’clock, and two of the 
lines being kept In operation until 9 
o’clock. All of them were filled with 
passengers during the whole day. We 
feel very grateful to the public for the 
generous patronage they are giving us 
"The police service is excellent, and, 
If anything, is better than on the first 
day of the strike. The burden rest¬ 
ing on the police has certainly become 
heavier since the first day of the strike, 
but they have shown themselves capable 

of handling the situation.”

Cars Do Good Business. 


Georgetown, Ky„ Nov. 20.—[Special.] 
—Special Judge Morris, In the Scott 
Circuit Court, this afternoon sustained 
the challenge by Caleb Powers’ attor¬ 
neys to the members of tho second half 
of ‘the Harrison county venire, but 
overruled It as to the first one hundred 
veniremen, already examined. From 
this number five temporarily accepted 
Jurors are In the Jury box. 

Judge Morris declared that he does 
not want to preside In the trial of any 
man In which trial there might be oven 
a well-grounded suspicion that he has 
not had a fair trial and that there has 
been any discrimination against him In 
the selection of the jury. He expressed 
the belief that there is not more than 
such a suspicion In the charges pre¬ 
ferred by Caleb Powers and his attor¬ 
neys In challenging the venire of Har¬ 
rison county citizens summoned here 
for Jury service in his case. 

He held uh to the first one-half of 
tho venire that from results obtained 
through their examination in open 
court the substantial rights of the de¬ 
fendant have not been prejudiced in the 

selection of the five jurors In the box.

Go Now To Grant. 


Dismissing the members of the sec¬ 
ond half of the Harrison county venire 
from further service in connection with 
tho case, the Special Judge directed 
the Sheriff to proceed to the county of 
Grant to-morrow morning and there 
summon three hundred men for serv¬ 
ice, one hundred and fifty of them to 
appear here on Friday morning and 
the remainder on the Monday follow¬ 
ing. / 

Before entering this order he enter¬ 
tained a motion from counsel for the 
defense to appoint an ellWwCaketfi© 
place of the Sheriff In summoning the 
new venire and overruled that motion.

Upon the Insistence of the defense 
lawyers.

The spe¬ 
cial Judge also overruled a motion to 
Instruct the Sheriff to summon Jurors 
so as to divide them evenly on political 
linos, maintaining that he had gone as 
far os he could in his special instruc¬ 
tions given at the time the deputy 
sheriffs went to the county of Harri¬ 
son.

SEEKERS OF PARDONS 
SWAMP GOVERNOR 

ISSUES PROCLAMATION EXCLUD¬ 
ING APPLICANTS. 


ORAL APPEALS WILL BE DENIED 
IN ALL CASES. 


TO CONSIDER PAPERS ONLY. 


Frankfort, Ky.. Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
So many applications for pardons from 
relatives and friends of convicts in the 
two Kentucky penitentiaries have boon 
received during the post few days that 
Gov. Beckham issued a proclamation 
to-day to the effect that he would re¬ 
ceive no more applicants In person or 
hear oral statements for pardons. Since 
the election the Governor ha* been be¬ 
sieged by friends and relatives of crim¬ 
inals seeking to have them released 
from prison, it evidently being the be¬ 
lief of people of the State that the chief 
executive devoted the last few days of 
his term of office in hearing appeals 
and granting pardons. 

No further effort has been made by 
the father and mother of Clarence 
Sturgeon, the Louisville murderer, to 
have his sentence commuted to life im¬ 
prisonment, but it was reported here 
to-day by the domed man's attorney. 
William Sweeney, that the twelve men 
who voted the death penalty have 
signed the petition for executive clem¬ 
ency, and it Is expected to reach the 
executive office this week.

SAYS STATE IS FOR TAFT. 


Columbus. O., Nov. 20.—United States 
Senator Joseph Benson Foraker. of 
Ohio, w'as to-day Indorsed for re-elec¬ 
tion to the Senate and for tho Repub¬ 
lican nomination for President at a 
Joint meeting of the executive and ad¬ 
visory committees of the Ohio League 
of Republican Clubs, at a meeting hold 
In this city. The committees also de¬ 
clare that they have no sympathy 
“whatever with the proposition that 
has been advanced that Senator Fora¬ 
ker be eliminated and retired from pub¬ 
lic life because he was not able to 
agree with President Roosevelt as to 
the rate bill or Joint Statehood for New 
Mexico and Arizona, or about the 
Brownsville matter.” 

The action of the joint committee at 
once brought out a challenge from A. 
I Vorys, manager of the Taft presiden¬ 
tial canvass, for a popular primary to 
determine the choice of the Ohio Re¬ 
publicans for a candidate for Presi 
dent. 

The meeting of tho Joint committees 
of the Ohio Republican League was 
held this afternoon at the Nell House. 
About 100 ardent supporters of Senator 
Foraker, members of the committees or 
holding proxies, were ~ in attendance. 
Conrad J. Mattem. of Dayton, first vice 
president of the league, presided In the 
absence of President Harvey V. Spiel 
man. The first matter brought before 
the meeting was that of changing the 
place of holding the next annual meet¬ 
ing of the league In February*. 1908. 
Lebanon was selected as the place by 
the last convention, but complaints of 
lack of hotel facilities at Lebanon hav¬ 
ing been made, it was decided to hold 
the convention at Columbus.

Inspectors Decide Against President 
Roosevelt, Who Made Com¬ 
plaint. 


Cairo, Ill.. Nov. 20.—[Special.]—Capt. 
Mark Cole, master of the steamer Dick 
Fowler, and Pilots Matt Fltchner and 
Boyce Berryman this evening were ex¬ 
onerated of reckless navigation and 
violating the pilot’s rules by Inspect¬ 
ors H. C. Waltz and William J. Hodge, 
of Memphis. 

The charges were brought by Oom- 
tnandcr L. S. Van Duzer. U. S. N., in¬ 
spector of the Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
lighthouse districts, who was aboard 
the lighthouse tender Lily’s memorable 
trip down the Mississippi river with 
President Roosevelt. 

Congressman J. J. Russell, of Mis¬ 
souri, and Pleas Chapman, of Illinois, 
who were aboard the Dick Fowler, as 
guests of the Cairo delegation to the 
waterways convention at Memphis, 
were among the w itnesses w'ho testified 
this afternoon that Capt. Cole and his 
crow* handled the Dick Fowler In a safe 
manner and that at no time did the 
Fowler approach nearer than fifty feet 
of the Lily. The hearing was held at 
the Hallldny Hotel this afternoon and 
lasted less than three hours. 


The resolutions Indorsing Senator 
Foraker were presented by Warren G. 
Harden, former Lieutenant Governor, 
and w'ere adopted unanimously, the an- 
n»u n o©m©nt-t>rf-th© T o te being received 
with cheers.

TEN BOND SALES ANALYZED. 


Chicago, Nov. 20.—Evidence tending 
to show’ that bonds of the Walsh rail¬ 
road were sold to various purchasers at 
practically the figures at which they 
were accepted by the Chicago National 
Bank as collateral for notes, was 
brought out In the cross-examination 
of National Bank Examiner Moxey in 
the Walsh trial this afternoon. Tvfi 
sales aggregating $522,000 were gone 
over and Identified by date and 
amount. It was further .indicated by 
the testimony that the memorandum 
notea upon which the prosecution al¬ 
leges enormous sums were drawn from- 
tho bunks vaults by Walsh were pall 
upon maturity. 

Th? direct examination of Mr. Moxey 
w’as finished early this afternoon after 
he had testified to entries purporting to 
show the withdrawal by W’abih of 
$630,000 in a single day In January, 
1WG. and that notes bearing various 
sJngnatunes amounting to $644,000 had 
been discounted on that day.

Support For State College. 

I>r. W. K. Pattenion, president of 
State College, briefly reviewed the work 
of his Institution for many years in 
toe past and showed how the growth 
of the college had steadily increased 
since its foundation. 

Dr. Patterson declared that If mors 
support were tendered the college it 
w’ould become one of the m<»et pow¬ 
erful agencies In advancing this mate¬ 
rial welfare of the State. The Stat© 
colleges of the Northwest were pointed 
out by Dr Patterson as having vast¬ 
ly increased the earning power of th© 
States in which they are located. The 
Wisconsin State College was shown by 
Dr. Patterson to .have Increased th© 
revenue of that Stutc by $40,000,000 
yearly In the production of butter and 
cheese alone. Kentucky is held to be 
as good a dairying State as Wiscon¬ 
sin by Dr. Patterson, and he dnJared 
that were the State College supported 
as It should be such returns its tbl© 
might be brought to Kentucky. 

Kentucky has bien criticised by some 
States, suld Dr Patterson, because her 
public system may be a little behind 
the times. Kentucky's system is the 
work of Kentucky alone, said th© 
speaker, while her critical sister States 
ninny years ago received the aid of the 
national Government. Land grants 
amounting to vast suras w'ere given to 
many of the Middle, Western and^

$7,357 was thus subscribed to th« fund. 
Such appropriations were warranted by 
State statute permitting fiscal courts to 
spend money in advertising their counties 
and to bring immigrants Into tho com- 
munlfclee. 

It Is worth while to note that interest 
In the proposition was not limited to vot¬ 
ers and taxpayers. Th* school children 
of tho State took a hand. It was an¬ 
nounced by the commission that »ueh 
contributions as tho pupBs made would 
gj Into tile State building fund. A spe¬ 
cial day was sot aside It wus eal.ed 
“Jamestown and Boonrwoorough day.” In 
a*.l but tw r* or three o >untkMi oontrlbuti /r* 
were limited to a maximum of five cent*. 
When nil of the pennies were turned In. It 
was Du*! that the Kentucky school ch.l- 
ctren had contributed a total of I77S.S6 to¬ 
ward the movement. 

And this, too, wii* done thirteen days 
before Chrlstnvis! 

When these things became known to 
Jamestown visitor*, ia there wonder that 
the man from Maine and the one from 
the Carolina* became interested, asked 
questions about and carded away litera¬ 
ture on Kentucky?

Mr. C’laxton did not 
hesitate at saying that the educational 
system now in vogue in Kentucky was 
not only antluuuted and Inadequate, but 
that it lagged far behind that of most 
of the States In the Union. While Mr. 
Claxlon did not say that State Develop¬ 
ment convention* would be unnecessary If 
Kentucky would bring her educational 
system up to a high standard, be brought 
out the same thought by declaring tivut 
such conventions from now until th© end 
of time would not bring the w.ulth and 
moral well being Into the State that 
would come with the advent of the 
txmrse of instruction which Mr. Claxton 
outlined. 

Mr. Claxton read some unvarnished stn 
tistlc* that were anything but compli¬ 
mentary to Kentucky and while they were 
taken frOrn the 1900 United States census, 
many, or most of the delegates seemed to 
be unfamiliar with -nom.

“Kentucky," said Mr. claxton reading 
from the census report, “is the forty- 
third State In the Hist -of State* having 
had a percentage of native-born, white 11. 
literacy, but twA States hml a greater 
percentage of illiteracy tlutn Kentucky In 
iutu>. Washington has only livn In every 
l.oou, who are Illiterate and Kentucky has 
129. Between Washington and Kentucky 
com© Indiana. Illinois and Ohio with about 
thirty In every 1.00. 

"There 1* a much larger percentage of 
illiteracy in Kentucky to.day than there 
was when the State wo* Aral »»©t!l©«l 
more than on© hundred years ago. Th© 
pioneers cam© from States where they 
had the advantage* of education fin Ken¬ 
tucky they selLiod on farms where the 
house# were far upoxt. und It became 
difficult to attend the school* that wore 
provided Gradually Illiteracy Logan to 
grow, until now there are 37.1144 l»etwe©n 
the ages of ten and twenty y«tr» who can 
neither read nor write. 

“If all the children of more than thirty 
States In the Union between tho ages of 
ten and twenty y«an» who cannot write 
wer© jflacod in one group, and the chil¬ 
dren of the same ago and conditions In 
Kentucky were placed In another group, 
the children of Kentucky would be uward¬ 
ed the black ribbon of disgrace." 

Mr. Claxton reached a v*ry forcible 
climax© as b© mad© this statement and 
cum© to a pttuH© at th© ©rid. The au¬ 
dience at the mention of winning the 
black ribbon over th© rmublncd force* of 
Illiteracy of thirty State*, broke into ap¬ 
plause Mr Claxton hushed It by quick¬ 
ly naylng: . , 

"Don’t, please don't, applaud such a 
victory." 

The charm of Mr Claxton'* talk was 
that he not only saw th© fault* in the 
educational system in Kentucky and crit¬ 
icised them severely and unsparingly, but

NO PURPOSE 
OF REVENGE 


In Trip To Washington, Says 
Mrs. Bradley. 


Says She Remembers Little 
About the Shooting. 


District Attorney Enters 
Upon Cross-examination. 


OFFERS MANY OLD LETTERS. 


Washington. Nov. 20. — That Mrs. 
Bradley did not come to Washington 
with any Intention of killing former 
Senator Arthur M. Brown, of Utah, and 
that she did not even remember shoot¬ 
ing him, she told the Jury in her trial 
to-day. The statement was not reached 
until the afternoon session of the court, 
the first half of the day being given 
largely to the Identification of letters 
from Mr. Brown to Mrs. Bradley and 
from her to him. very few of which 
were read. 

The real tragedy formed the subject 
of the afternoon sitting. At that time 
Judge Powers brought out the full 
statement In his examination In chief. 
This consumed only a few minutes of 
time, and as soon as he concluded Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Baker entered upon his 
cross-examination. 

He devoted comparatively little at¬ 
tention to the shooting itself, but, going 
back to the early days of the relation¬ 
ship between Senator Brown and Mrs. 
Bradley, sought to show by reading 
letters and questioning the witness that 
she had deliberately undertaken to 
break up Senator Brown’s home, and 
that she was at enmity with Mrs. 
Brown as early as 1901. He also 
brought out the fact that Mrs. Bradley 
and Mrs. Brown had originally been 
strong friends, and that this friendship 
oven extended to the time of the birth 
of Mrs. Bradley's first child by Brown 
• • • 

Defendant More Composed. 


Mrs. Bradley was rather more com 
posed to-day than yesterday. There 
were times when she burst into tears, 
or sank into sighs and sobs, but these 
were less frequent than on Tuesday 
Her voice was, however, at all times 
indistinct and faltering, and she was 
heard with the greatest difficulty. She 
made no complaint of fatigue to-day, 
and left the witness stand at the end 
of the day in very good condition. 

The regular testimony was not begun 
unltU 11:46 o'clock when former Judge 
Powers resumed his questioning. He 
took up the relationship of Mrs. Brad¬ 
ley with Senator Brown where he left 
off yesterday and his first question was 
devoted to bringing out th*» facts con¬ 
cerning her stay at Brown’s home in 
the latter part of November. 1906. 

She said she had gone to the house 
on the night of November 19. and re¬ 
mained for five days. She .said that she 
told Brown She had come to return 
snme of his calls. He tried to compel 
her to go away. "He seemed sort of 
paralyzed." said the witness, "and said 
1 must not stay there. I saM: 'I did 
not say that to you.’ I urged him to 
keep his promises. He said: 'Go away.* 
and he would tell me later what he 
would do. I said: ‘If you don't intend 
to keep your promises tell me and 1 will 
go away.' **

The Trip To Washington. 


New York. Nov 20. — Three Indict¬ 
ments are said to have been ordered to¬ 
day by the Kings county grand Jury, 
which has been investigating the af¬ 
fairs of the suspended Borough Bank 
of Brooklyn. The grand Jury has not 
completed Its labors and there were 
Indications to-nlghl that there might 
be other Indictments. While no offi¬ 
cial statement was forthcoming to¬ 
night as to the action of the grand 
Jury. It Is expected that more than one 
indictment will be returned against In¬ 
dividuals. The grand Jury will hand 
down the Indictments to-morrow or 
Friday. 

All the directors of the Borough 
Bank, with four exceptions, have been 
subpoenaed, and nearly all have testi¬ 
fied before the grand Jury. The four 
directors who hud not been summoned 
to-day are Howard Maxwell, former 
president of tho bank: Arthur D. ramp- 
bell, former cashier; William H. Hurley, 
vice president, and William Gow. a di¬ 
rector. who Is credited with a control¬ 
ling Interest In the institution. Max¬ 
well and Campbell resigned their posi¬ 
tions about a week ago. It was 
learned to-day that Maxwell. Gow and 
Campbell recently prepared for the di¬ 
rectors of the bank statements covering 
their transactions with the Institution, 
and that these statements, which are 
said to absolve the other directors of 
the bank from complicity In the acts of 
Maxwell. Campbell and Gow. have been 
read to the grand Jury. 

One of the charges considered has to 
do with what the prosecutor describes 
as a misappropriation of funds of the 
bank in the formation of the Interna¬ 
tional Trust Company It was charged 
that a check for $145,000 was drawn 
from the Borough Bank and used to 
complete the $1,000,000 of capital and 
subscribed surplus, which the new trust 
company had to pay In before It could 
open Its doors. _

The Panama Canal and the South. 


The subject assigned me Is the Panama 
Canal and the Southern States. An In* 
ter-oceun waterway to connect the At¬ 
lantic and Pacific ocean* ha* been hunt¬ 
ed, discussed und planned for about four 
centuries. Christopher Columbus, Alex¬ 
ander Von Humboldt and Hernando Cor¬ 
tez at various times hunted fpr a natural 
waterway connect lng the two oceans, but 
failed to find It. Ferdinand De Lessep*. 
the builder of the Suez Canal, surveyed 
and planned the Panama Canal, ami com¬ 
menced Its construction In 1831. nnd in 
connection with the Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany. worked on It seven years ,wlth 
thousands of laborers, and failed after 
spending over two hundred millions of 
dollars. President Theodore Roosevelt, 
under an act of the United States Con¬ 
gress, Is now building it and the enter¬ 
prise. which statesmen, humanitarians, 
engineer* and Explorers have for centuries 
projected and planned, has now the out¬ 
look of success. 

As Interesting ns a romance U the his¬ 
tory of the Panama Canal The rivalry 
between the Panama route and the Nica¬ 
raguan route, the dlplomcy of centuries, 
the Pan-American Congress at Panama 
in June, 1826. the organization of the 
Panama Canal Company, the abrogation 
of the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, the order 
of Henry Clay when Secretary of State 
in 1826. for a special investigation and 
survey of a route for interoceanlc water¬ 
way. tho success and failure of Do L<*»- 
seps. The Panama revolution in 1903.

I. however, must confine m> remarks 
to the Panama Canal as It is at the pres¬ 
ent time.

The Plan of the Panama Canal. 

The Panama canal begins near Colon, 
on the Atlantic sidt? of the Isthmus of 
Panama at n small suburb railed Crlsto- 
UU. and runs tn a southeasterly direction 
to Its oth**r terminus, which Is called Ln- 
Boca, u suburb of the city of Panama, on 
the Pacific side. 

The canal Is to be fifty milrs in length 
front deep water In the Cnrrlbean sea to 
deep water In the Pacific ocean. The dli- 
tancc from deep water to shore Is about 
four and one-half miles In the Carrlbean 
sou. and about five mlk* in the Pacific 
ocean, hence the length of the canal from 
whore will be approximately forty ami ono- 
helf miles. 

Th© bottom width of the canal will vary 
from 200 feet In the Culebra cut to an In¬ 
definite width in the deep waters of th© 
lakes. Tlv' approach from deep wa-ter to 
land on both sides of the numi are to be 
500 feet wide, und the cuts In the shallow 
parts of the lake from 500 to 1.00'» feet 
wide. The ennui will have a minimum 
depth of forty feet. According to the 
present plan there arc to be six locks on 
the canal. 

There were 23.607 men working on Sep¬ 
tember 30. 19)7. for the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, and 6.233 In addition for the 
Panama railroad.

The Cost of the Panama Canal. 

The President Is charged by the act of 
Congress with the construction of the 
canal. Of coure. it wus not expect«*d ho 
would personally build the canal. The 
act of Congress empower* hlrn to build 
It with tl>e utt-dstanc© of the Isthmian 
Canal OrnimlssSon and other persons ns 
he deems necesanry. In order to main¬ 
tain a close touch and understand the 
expenditure of a large amount of money, 
and be familiar with whnt was being 
done, the l*re*drlent appointed the Secre¬ 
tary of War, the Hon. William H. Taft, 
to ant for him tn supervising the work, 
and he nlao appointed a chief of engineers 
and many other officers, who aro connect¬ 
ed with the work 

Under the act of Congress the President 
bought th© Panama canal from the n#*w 
French Panama Canal Company, and paid 
forty millions of dollars out of the Treas¬ 
ury for It That which he bought con¬ 
sisted of a canal at »ra level in unfinish¬ 
ed condition, extending sixteen miles from 
near Colon to Bohlo. on the Atlantic *tde. 
and five miles at the same level from La- 
Roca to Miraflores. on the Pacific side, to¬ 
gether with excavation© on Culebra H1U 
nnd other parts of the route. The Presi¬ 
dent also ivtid ten millions of dollar* to 
the Republic of Pomimu for the can«J 
zone, extending five miles on kicIi side 
of the canal, and for the Panama rail¬ 
road which extends In a pnnUlcl fine with 
the canal from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
ocean, and l« Indispensable in the con¬ 
struction of the canal. In addition to the 
fifty million.* of dollars already stated. 
Congress fixed the cost of the canal at 
1136,000.000. making the whole cost for 
the canaJ $186,000,000. When the next 
approprlt *©n .»( $32,000,000 U $115.- 

000.000 win have t>*en expended on the 
canal exclusive of the $50,000,000 paid to 
the new French Panama Canid Company, 
and to Panama, and there will be but $3;).-

that controlled m * are as follows: 

The sea-level plan was first prnpo-ed 
by Ferdinand I>cJ>©H»eps, tho great en¬ 
gine* r who built the Suez canal, when 
iio first commenced the construction of 
the Panama canal. Bunaur Varllla, one 
of the gTcat engineers who wn« ulso con¬ 
nected with the canal work under th* 
Frenoh Company, recommended u 

»ea-l©v*‘l canal. John F. Wallace, the 
first chief engineer appointed by PrwWeni 
Roosevelt and the Isthmian Canal com¬ 
mission, favored the sea-levei canal. 

Th© plan was referred t>y th© President 
of th*> United State* to thirteen of the 
most prominent and capable engineer* of 
the world, five of them being Eur peati 
©ng n«-cr*. Eight engineer* reeammendeJ 
a sea-level tvtiuU; five rcoomnvsmfesd a 
lock canal, and a majority of the isth¬ 
mian Canal Commission recommended a 
lock canal. Congress by a small majority 
decided tn favor of a took canal and the 
President approved the action of Con¬ 
gress. 

The other grcnZ canals of the world are 
sett-level ennuis. The Sue* canal, which 
connect* tho Mcdlterramsan sea and Red 
sea. la KM mile* In length and 1* a sei- 
level canal, without a single lock. Th© 
KaUer Wilhelm or Kiel canal, which con¬ 
nects the Baltic and North seas. I* sixty- 
ott© miles long and Is n sea-level canal; 
the Amsterdam, or North Sea canal, 
w’hdch is flft^*n mile© long. 1* a sou-level 
canal, with a lock at each end to control 
the influx of the tides. 

A seu-level canal Is the Ideal waterway 
between two oceans, nnd a sea-level canal 
will provide for ships safer and quicker 
pautsnge across Ihe Istnmua than a lock 
canul. The sea-level canal 1* the only 
kind of a canul that would be secure 
from damages by norm quake*, and we 
must remember that Panama Is an earth¬ 
quake and volcanic region, where aelsnklc 
disturbances have at times been severe. 
A comparatively sMght earthquake shock 
might wreck the nuunonry and machinery 
of a lock that cost millions of dollars to 
such an extent that It would take months 
of time and eoK hundreds of thousand* 
or perhap* millions of di>Uara to repair It, 
mid all use of the canal, for the time, 
would be suspended. Such earthquake 
shocks tn* they have bnd in Panama n 
recent years would do no damage to the 
»ea-le\xl canal 

It Is proper 1 should aay that those who 
advocated the lock canal presented as 
their strong argument* mat a lock canal 
•would cost seventy-one millions of d.l- 
lara loss than a sea-level canal, and Its 
cost of operation and maintenance would 
be lers per annum, nnd it could be built 
In 1*^ time then a sea-ievel canal. 

The answer to this is that the two su¬ 
premely desirable qualities of the can.»l 
ur© permanency und efficiency, und w#* 
should not permit a few million* of del¬ 
la ns or two year* of time prevent us 
from having th© best, most durable and 
efficient canal. U should be remembered 
that w© are not building a canal to be 
u*od only fifteen or twenty year*, but w© 
are building a canal for the United States 
nnd the nation* of the world for all time, 
to be used ns tong as the trade winds 
sweep the Caribbean and the ride* of the 
ocean ebb ami flow.

In ad¬ 
dition to tills, as the commerce of the 
South with the Pacific countries devel¬ 
op* beoause of the opportunities by the 
Panama canal for d^atching freight 
nu»r© promptly to different parts of the 
world, the Southern gale ways will en¬ 
joy.

The Steel Trust’s Attitude. 

To letters from customers canceling 
orders tho United States Steel Corpora¬ 
tion, the greatest and most powerful in¬ 
dustrial concern In the country, and 
one. indeed, hardly to be surpassed In 
magnitude In all the worhf, replies that 
It will not comply. It will not allow 
fear to Interrupt the course of business. 
It will not aid and abet industrial con¬ 
traction by giving It right of way. and 
tio by extending ihe contraction create 
greater fear and so, in turn. Induce 
further contraction. Instead of per¬ 
mitting the conciliation of orders It 
merely postpones the date of delivery. 
The contracts are held to be binding, 
but because of financial conditions 
jUm© is granted the buyer. 

The position thus taken Is arbitrary, 
perhaps, but it should prove salubrious. 
A Ann stand against tbe existing alarm 
—which already has begun to pass—by 
a concern so vast can scarcely be un¬ 
derestimated as both a moral and prac¬ 
tical Influence. "What could prove more 
disastrous than a curtailment of the 
operations of this concern? Th© dis¬ 
missal of thousands of wage-earners, 
the shrinkage in steel products and the 
interruption of eo voluminous a busi¬ 
ness would be exceedingly pessimistic 
In its results.

8 o widespread a business contraction 
os the cancellation of the myriad 
orders would represent would >:e a real 
basis. "AH that our people have to do 
now is to go ahead with their normal 
busin-e-a In a normal fashion, and the 
difficulty disappears." wrote President 
Roosevelt to Secretary Cortelyou. “and 
this end will be achieved at once If 
each man will act as he normally doe* 
act and as the real conditions at tho 
country's business fully warrant his 
acting.’* This idea has been expressed 
by others, but emanating, as it does In 
tiiis Instance, from a man whoso prssl- 
mistir preaching is partly, at least, re¬ 
sponsible for existing conditions. It 
aliould bo peculiarly convincing. It te 
the idea on which the United Sta'es 
8 trel Corporation and the others are 
acting. They nro employing normal 
methods. The programme Is horde, 
patriotic and sagacious, even though a 
mild consideration of relflsh interest 
may be underlying. 

If the fundamental conditions wore 
bad—for instance, were the crops fail¬ 
ures—the programme would be danger¬ 
ous.

Magnanimity Is Best? 

The Courler-JourmU has a sneaking 
kindness for Governor Cummins, of 
Iowa.

Prohibition In Alabama. 

Both houses of tho Alabama Legis¬ 
lature have passed a prohibition bill, 
and while some formalities are yet nec¬ 
essary. the approval of a Senate amend¬ 
ment by the House and the sanction 
of th© Governor, there seems no reason 
to believe that It w ill not become a law, 
beginning January 1, 1009. 

Th© scenes in the Senate prior to the 
adoption of the bill were sensational. 
Women and children filled tho corridors 
and galleries and even entered upon the 
floor. They gave vent to their enthu¬ 
siasm by shouts. and Senators who 
arose to oppose th© bill were hissed 
down. The women who came to oppose 
the bill were crowded out of the Cham¬ 
ber. 

All this ha 9 a close resemblance to 
hysteria. The evils of drunkenness aro 
not to be disguised, and th© Interest of 
those w’ho desire to lessen It Is well 
enough understood. But th© form which 
this interest took is another Illus¬ 
tration of ttifc confidence felt by the in¬ 
experienced In legislation to correct 
evils which are Inseparable from human 
nature. It seems to have been assumed 
in Alabama that all that Is necessary to 
get rid of intemperance Is a law' against 
the traffic In liquors. Such an idea pre¬ 
vailed In New England sixty years ago. 
Tli© Commonwealths of that section 
lent themselves to the idea, and law's 
and constitutional amendments were 
enacted to carry it out. They were not 
found to work as expected, and many 
of them were repealed. State prohibi¬ 
tion has been largely replaced by lo¬ 
cal option or high license. Maine has 
stuck to prohibition, but it Is not "dry." 
Here also there Ls a strong sentiment In 
favor of the repeal or modification of 
the law which has prevailed for nearly 
sixty years. 

After more than half a century’s 
experience in other Common wealths as 
to State prohibition, which has been 
largely abandoned, Alabama swings 
into the prohibition column with an 
impetuosity which seems to be bom 
of total Ignorance of the fact that 
prohibition has proved a failure after 
long trial. The belief that a law 
Is all that ls necessary to dispense 
with the evils of intemperance seems to 
be robust there. The lobby, composed 
of enthusiasts, who feel strongly, but 
who reason feebly, or not at all, fill the 
halls of legislation, and silence oppo¬ 
sition by hysterical outcries. This 
lobby forms but an insignificant part of 
the population of the Btate. How far 
it ls representative is hard to say, but 
there is much rerison to believe that 
It is for from an index of the position 
of the voting population. 

There is In Alabama, and in other 
Southern States, a strong feeling in fa¬ 
vor of prohibition in order to deprive 
the colored poulation of the use of 
liquor. Many of those who favor this 
policy, perhaps, expect to provide them¬ 
selves with supplies from other States. 
But It Is very probable that the at¬ 
tempt to deprive the negro populatiqji 
will fail signally, for among tho viola¬ 
tors of such a law they are likely to be 
conspicuous. It Is admitted by Abe 
more reasonable advocates of State pro¬ 
hibition that the law will be largely 
violated. What they do not admit Is 
that regulation would bo better than 
prohibition except In those, communi¬ 
ties where a decided local sentiment 
favors prohibition. 

The prohibition wave Is extending 
over the South. Tho people who urge 
it have no proper conception of the 
I Imitations of legislation. The mere 
passage of laws ls not enough. They 
must be enforced In order to be effect¬ 
ive. and experience has shown that 
lows dealing with the personal habits 
of the people are ineffective except In 
those communities w'here tho local sen¬ 
timent in favor of them ls very strong. 
Even there they are violated to a very 
considerable extent. But the failure of 
such laws in other mates Is either un¬ 
known or totally disregarded. It is 
treated as a new r question, and no con¬ 
sideration is given to the long record of 
failures In other States. They are deter¬ 
mined to try It In Georgia, Alabama, 
and probably other States, but It Is 
hard to see how the better Instructed 
advocates expect greater success than 
has attended tho same system else¬ 
where.

STURGEON’S CASE UNDECIDED. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
Clarence Sturgeon, the youthful mur¬ 
derer. who was saved from death on 
the gallows In Louisville on lost Fri¬ 
day by Judge Shackelford Miller grant¬ 
ing a temporary restraining* order 
against Sheriff A. Scott Bullitt. wIls 
given another short lease on life by the 
Court of Appeals to-day when, at the 
close of arguments by his attorneys for 
a perpetual Injunction, they were given 
until Friday afternoon to prepare and 
file briefs In the case. 

The motion to dissolve the temporary 
injunction granted by Judge Miller was 
argued In the Court of Appeals late 
this afternoon by William Sweeney and 
William A. Perry, of Louisville, on be¬ 
half of Sturgeon, and Charles Morris, 
of the Attorney General’s office, on be¬ 
half of the Commonwealth and Sheriff 
Bullitt.

Judicial Function. 


Norfork. Va„ Nov. 20.—A gdhat sen¬ 
sation was created |n the American 
Federalism of Labor this afternoon by 
President Oompers In his speech re¬ 
plying to the attacks upon him and 
other officers of the federation by the 
Manufacturers' Aaosoiatlon, when he 
-told of an alleged attempt to bribe him 
at the Victoria Hotel, New York, In 
October by a young newspaper man, 
giving his name as Charles Branden¬ 
burg. 

President Gompors said Brandenburg 
declaned that he represented the Na¬ 
tional Manufacturers’ Asosciatlon, and 
was prepared to offer him Immunity 
from all exposure and make him finan¬ 
cially secure for the remainder of his 
life if ho would sign a certalp paper 
and otherwise aid In the "exposure of 
the other leaders In the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, with the view to vir¬ 
tually destroying the Influence of or¬ 
ganised labor." Tho paper. President 
Gompers said, was to purpose to have 
been signed when ho (Gompers) was ii; 
in 1895. This paper, Mr, Gompers said, 
he had preserved, and while dealh-llke 
silliness prevailed in the oonventlo; 
President Gompers drew forth the orig¬ 
inal document and read lL 

Mr. Gompers. during his recital of the 
alleged attempt at bribery, called upon 
different delegates present who were 
with him tit the time of interviews with 
Brandenburg, to verify his statements. 
This the delegates, rising In their seats, 
did. 

At the close of President Gompers' 
epeoch there was a great demonstra¬ 
tion, even Victor L. Berger, of Milwau¬ 
kee, the ooc lad is tie opponent of Mr. 
Gompers. declaring that, althougtilie 
had at convention after convention 'bit¬ 
terly opposed the re-election of Presi¬ 
dent Gompers. he would be tho one this 
year to move to make his election 
unanimous, with a vote of confidence, 
not only to President Gompers, but 
alao to the other officials of, the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor.

TAFT STOPS FOR AN 

HOUR AT HARBIN. 


It was the contention of counsel for 
Sturgeon that the Governor of the 
Commonwealth did not have the power 
and authority under the Constitution to 
set a date for an execution of a crim¬ 
inal where the case had been carried to 
the Appellate Court and the seutence 
of death affirmed, but that it belonged 
wholly to the judiciary. It was held by 
counsel that where a verdict had been 
affirmed by the higher court it was 
then the duty of the court of proper 
jurisdiction to send again for the con¬ 
demned man and propound to him the 
question, "Have you any reason to of¬ 
fer why the sentence of the court 
should not be carried out?" After 
which It was then the duty of said 
court to fix another date for the legal 
execution of the prisoner. It was the 
contention of the attorneys for Stur¬ 
geon that It was a question of Judicial 
procedure and that there was no war¬ 
rant or authority in the Constitution of 
Kentucky conferring upon the Govern¬ 
or of the Stato the power to set a 
date for the execution of criminals, and 
that when the question was raised be¬ 
fore Judge Miller he readily^tgreed that 
It was one of great importance that 
should be decided by a body of Intelli¬ 
gent men. 

Counsel did not question the guilt or 
Innorence of Sturgeon, which had al¬ 
ready been passed upon by the Court of 
Appeals, but prayed that the Injunction 
against the Sheriff pf Jefferson county 
be made perpetual until it had been de¬ 
cided by the law-making body of the 
State to whom the power of fixing 
dates for legal executions belonged. 

• • • 

Duty For Governor. 

Mr. Morris, who made the closing ar¬ 
gument and prayed that the Injunction 
he dissolved, cited sections 297 and 340 
of tbo Constitution, which, he. said, 
made It plain that the duty was entire¬ 
ly within the hands of the Governor 
where the original dAte set by the 
court had passed bv reason of an ap¬ 
peal by the condemned tn 3 n to the 
Court of Appeals. He held that In 
granting the temporary Injunction 
^ th* Sheriff of Jefferson county 
Miller had transgressed, as tin* 
ild plainly that no one but tho 
por had the power to stop legal 
Ions.

The only person interested in the 
proceedings present to-day besides the 
attorneys was Sheriff Bullitt. He said 
that he had no personal feeling in the 
mutterr-and that he was only ready to 
perform his duties when they had been 
properly construed by the court. 

The case, however, attracted consid¬ 
erable attention among local attorneys, 
and although it was ofler 4 o’clock be¬ 
fore argument^ were begun, none of 
those xvho had been present In the 
court room all during the day left their 
scats until the arguments had been fin¬ 
ished and court adjourned at 5:20 
o'clock. The question was a new end 
novel one, and while it is admitted that 
Sturgeon must hung sooner or later, 
everyone was anxious to hear the ar¬ 
gument to be advanced by his attof- 
neys as to the duty of the Governor fn 
fixing a date for the execution, and to 
ascertain if the time-honored custom 
had been a usurpation on the part of 
the Governors of Kentucky.

Internal Revenue Col¬ 
lector for tide district, explained yester¬ 
day his position In the matter of refus 
Ing to accept certified check* In payment 
of taxes In his department. Mr. Crait 
sold Umt the luw* under which hi* office 
Is guided make It absolutely necessary 
that every dviy** collection* be forwarded 
U> tho Trvosury at Washington without 
delay. When the local banks the Treas 
ury Deportment had designated as de- 
jFositories would not accept certified 
cheek*, Mr. Craft explained hi* position 
la full as follows: 

“Information lias this day reached me 
that certain taxpayers are of tho opin¬ 
ion that I havo arbitrarily refused to ac¬ 
cept, in payment of Internal revenue 
tuxes, anything other than Lawful money 
of the United titates; I. therefore, deem 
it necessary that I should make a state¬ 
ment a* to the facts; 

‘'Section 3210 of the revised statutes of 
the United Stale* requires that “the gross 
amount «>i uii taxes and revenues re¬ 
ceived or collected by virtue of this title, 
or any other law hereafter enacted pro¬ 
viding Internal revenue. ahoU be pmld, by 
the officer* receiving or collecting the 
earne, daily Into the Treasury ot the 
United States, under the instructions of 
the Si crt-.ar» of lie Treasury, without an, 
nfKttemeni or deduction on account of api¬ 
ary. competition, teee. charge*, ex- 
penary or okums of tiny description; iuul 
the cortiflcnto of such payment, Htatlng 
the name of the depositor and the spocffic 
ucoouikt on which the deposit wus made, 
slgtKHl by the Treasurer. Assistant Treas¬ 
urer. (b'H.giuiteil dupository or proper ot- 
; tsu btu.k, shall be tntns- 
mltted to ihu Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue,' etc. 

"Section 3211 of the revised statutes of 
the United States authorizes tivo Secretary' 
of tho Treasury to designate oiw» or more 
depositories In each 8tate. for the deposit 
ami safekeeping of money collected by 
virtue of the internal revenue laws, and 
the receipt of the prosier officer of such 
depository to tho collector, for the money 
deposited by him. shall be sufficient 
voucher for the collector In the settle¬ 
ment of his accounts at the Treasury De¬ 
partment. 

"The Secretary of the Treasury has dc- 
nlgnatfd six national banks In the city 
of Loul&viUe as defKisltorles. This office. 
f up to and Including the fifteenth Instant, 
hud gladly accepted certified check* on 
th * iMinks of Louisville and cashiers' 

1 checks of one liank on another bank. In 
payment of taxes, for the reason that all 
of the depositor!os In this district had. 
without hesitation, accepted this paper as 
deposits of the receipts of thJa office. Be¬ 
tween 6 athl 7 o'clock on tie* fifteenth in- 
sturrt I received, at my residence, a Joint 
notice from the six designated depool-. 
tories In this district, to the efTect that, 
after that date and until further notice, 
they would not receive tnv (U'poelts, except 
so far as they were m&dc un of lawful 
money. Inasmuch as 1 oottfu only offer 
to deposit in one or the other of the six 
banks designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury os depositories. I was compelled 
to suspend the rule which had governed 
me In accepting certified check*, etc. 

"It has been my universal desire.* since 
I have been in office, for a little more than 
rix years, to extend to the taxpayers 
every courtesy in ray poster consistent 
with the discharge of my official duties, 
and I stand ready now to do the same 
thing; but It cannot be expected that I 
will receive. In payment of Internal taxep. 
paper that will not be accepted on deposit 
by the designated depositories. 

'1 make this statement that the tax¬ 
payers and the public may understand the 
situation fully.**
